sdvance in Georgia is one of the most sur 
prising things in ourrecent history. The 
common school system is. well organized, 
ihe facilities being for both whites 
and black-, though the blacks are educated 
Oo separate schools, The taxes are cheer- 
fuliv paid closely collected and honestly 
expended, and the good results are very 
apparent, although the people 
bave had but eight vears in which 
to build up a school system, The 
southern people have discovered that it is 
absolutely necessary to educate the negro, 
and they are going to work witha will. 

This applies especially to Georgia and 
Tennessee, and in aiess degree in South 
(arolina, and the professor is contlident that 
ihe knowledge of good results in these 
states will soon lead to anadvanceall along 
the line in every southern state. The 
negroes in Georgia are now taxed on over 
nine millions of dollars of personal prop 
erty according to thelr own sworn state- 
ments to the assessors. They are oontent 
with the state and have no desire whatever 
1\O leave it, and no exodus movement could 
be organized. Many of them are teachers 
inthe schools of their own rece, and the 
sate has established a normal school 
for ihe training of colored teachers at 
Atlania, upon which a t!arge sum 
of money was spent jest year. The negroes 
take much interestin the education of their 
children. The new generation is almost 
universally able toread and write. A state 
tax is Jevied for the support of the cemmon 
schools, and nodistinction is made between 
the races in the distribution of the pro- 
c-eds. Beside this, the state has made 
iberal eppropriations for sustaining uni- 
versities for both races, and training schools 
for teachers. The people have the power 
to vote upon themselves. further taxes in 
each county, and the systetn is not there 
fore so highly centfai:zed as in many of the 
other southern states. 

Inseme partsof the state where the ne 
groes are in a largc majori'y, they have 
voted taxes upon ibe property of the 
whites, which have been cheerfuily paid. 

Thece are some old bourbons remaining 
in the state who sigh for the old ‘ante-bel- 
lum times,andcbject to the movement to 
build up a@ pew south 

The constitutional provision, as in public 
e lucation, was adopted by 80 large a tua 
jority, ara the sentiment of the people 
vas indicated so strongly, that the protests 
of this class of men are very little heeded. 
fhe young progressive element has the 
destiny of the state in bis hands and is de- 
‘ermined to see to it that no back ward steps 
are taken. There are many northern peo 
ple in Georgia, but they have assimilated 
withthe people of the state, and ali work 
together in perfect harmony. 

Professor Smart says he was struck very 
forcibly by thé evidences of prosperity he 
saw onevery hand. Mil/s are in process of 
eonstruction, hotels sre improving, and 
everything gives evider ce of the energy and 
enlightenment of a progre sive people. He 
found that Senator Joseph E Brown was 
considered.the greatest man in the state, 
and also found much interestin the passave 
of Senator Hoar’s ediicational bill.
